In a preceding paragraph, the Panel had noted tnat there was "embedded in the 

outer table of the skull close to the lower edge of tne nole, a large metallic fragment 
wnich on the antero-posterior film (ho, l) lies 25 mm to tne right of tne oidline, Tnis 
fragment as seen in the latter film is round and measures 6,5 aim in diameter, ,, " 

Mow let’s see. We have (a) "one major section" of a bullet wnich emerged from 

the head after leaving a trail of fine metallic debris. We also nave (b) a group of 

"relatively large fragments, more or less randomly distributed" within tne rignt cerebral 
hemispheres furthermore, (,cj a large round fragment, measuring 6,5 mm in diameter,, which 
is embedded in the outer table of the skull, and \,dj tne previously mentioned "gray brown 
rectangular structure measuring approximately 13 x 2u mm" and located in the central 
portion of the base of a canal in the right cerebral hemispnere, the identity of v/hich 
the Panel allegedly could not establish, but which is in fact most certainly another, 
very large portion of a bullet, 

in addition, however, we have that large and varied assortment of bullet frag- 
ments which is authoritatively described in the ”BI report of fiov, 23, 1963 (Fiji File Mo,, 
PC-78243 Bk, Lab, i\o, D - 436461 <ht) addressed to Chief of Police Curry and wnich tne 
latter has splashed over five pages of his book "JFK assassination File," according xo 
tnat report, the FBI had retrieved from the front seat cusion of the president 1 s limou- 
sine (e) one bullet fragment labeled Q 2 weighing 44,6 grains; and "from beside front 
seat" (f) another bullet fragment , labeled J 3, weighing 21,0 grains, moreover, tne 
FBI retrieved (g) a "metal fragment from the President's nead" , labeled Q 4 and another 
piece similarly described (n) with tne label Q 5, and, for good measure, the FBI report 
lists (ij "Three metal fragments recovered from rear floor board carpet," wnich were col- 
lectively labeled Q 14, 



If there were any truth in the Warren deport, all those bullet and metal frag- 
ments would have had to come from the projectile that struck Kennedy in tne head, for 
the other one, the famous CIS 399* is supposed to have been found on a hospital stretcher, 
virtually intact, after traversing the bodies of both Kennedy and Connaliy, It could not, 
therefore, have left any fragments anywhere in tne car, 

Mow, it stands to reason that all those fragments enumerated above — one of 
them (q.2) being almost the equivalent of one— third of a bullet - cannot nave come from 
a single projectile, no matter what the Panel says. It is even more self-evident that 
a bullet tnat passed through Kennedy’s head in a back-to-.front direction, a section ox 
which emerged forward bound, cannot have deposited tnree metal fragments cn tne rear 
floor board carpet, nor two large pieces in the front seat cushion and beside it, for 
that matter. 

There is, thus, an obvious and unbridgeable contradiction between the Panel 
Review s conclusions and the facts GstablisheG in that FBI Report, just as there is 
totaj. incompatibility between the autopsy report and the FBI’s ".Summary Report" of 
Dec, 9,-1963 and "Supplemental Report" of January 13, 1964, which Sdward J, iipstein
